REMARKS 

As a result of this amendment, claims 52-60, 62, 63, 65-67, 69 and 70 are now pending in 
this application. 

In the Office Action of March 15, 2005, the Examiner indicated that claims 52-58, 61-63, 
65 and 68 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. For sake of economy, applicant has elected to amend 
the application in accord with this indication of allowable subject matter. 

Specifically, this amendment cancels claims 51, 61, 64, and 68, and respectively 
incorporates the subject matter of these claims into claims 52, 60, 65, and 66. Claims 53 and 59 
are amended to depend from claim 52, rather than canceled claim 51. And, claim 70 is amended, 
pursuant to a Section 1 12 rejection, to depend from claim 69. As a result, applicant submits that 
the pending claims are in obvious condition for allowance and requests respectfully that the 
Examiner withdraw any remaining rejections. 

Unacknowledged Information Disclosure Statement 
Additionally, applicant notes that it submitted an Information Disclosure Statement and a 
1449 Form on January 5, 2005. However, the current Action does not acknowledge this 
document. Thus, applicant request respectfully that the next communication acknowledge tliis 
IDS and include initialed copies of the 1449 Form to indicate consideration of the cited 
references.
